Loss Is Set at $5,000,000, 
Including Damage _ to 
Three Large Hotels. 


‘Miami, Fia., July 28.—Intercepted 
tadio messages received by an amateur 
at Miami indicate that more than 50 
lives may have been lost at Nassau 
and that the property damage there 
may reach far in excess of $5,000,000, 
‘as a result of the hurricane which 
swept the island. 

Meager reports from Nassau in the 
Bahamas, from messages that must 
have been wig-wagged to steamers five 
miles off shore due to the high seas 
near the island, say that ali three 


ly damaged. 

An airplane has left Miami for Nas- 
sau in the hope that it may ; ive as- 
sistance in reestablishing communica- 
tions. . 

The New Colonial, -the Victoria, 
and the Waterloo, Nassau’s three $1,- 
000,000 hotels, are reported as sus- 
taining serious damage. 

The first intimation of great dam- 
age came through the Munson liner 
“Munamar,” en route to Nassau from 
New York. A garbled message pick- 
ed up from a Swedish ship caid: 

“Have wireless acrials up again, 
but no power... notify . .. dam- 
age—terrible . .. .” 

, Then came another call, a private 
message intercepted in which it told 
of a loss exceeding $5,000,000. Other 
relayed messages followed and with 
them the story of havoc and death.

TORRENTIAL RAINS

Storm Which Has Lashed 
South Atlantic Coast 
For Two Days Moves

GAS BOMB ATTACK 
MADE. ON FANILY 


Four Children and Widow 
of Slain Publisher Suf- 
fer Nausea From Mys- 
terious Raid. 


Canton, July 28.—(#)—A mysteri- 
ous gas attack of no serious’ conse- 
quences on the members of the family 
of Don R. Mellett, slain. Canton pub- 
lisher, tonight was perplexing inves- 
tigators delving into the assassina- 
tion of Mr. Mellett July 16. 

The widow of Mellett and their four 
children, and Mrs. Lloyd Mellett, 
wife of thé dead man’s ‘brother, be- 
came ill from an obnoxious gas which 
enveloped the front porch of the Don 
Mell&tt home. Two members of’ the 
Canton police. force‘at the home also 


| detected the gas, which-they described 


as having a’ sickly sweet odor. No 
evidence ‘of ‘a. bomb or container 
which might have been broken: were 
found in the vicinity. 

The Melletts could not reeall hay- 
ing seen an automobile pass the house 
before the gas‘swept across the porch 
where the women and children were. 

Gas Gun Discounted. 

They discounted a theory that the 
vapor might have been* released from 
a gas gun°‘such as ‘police raiding 
squads use.

Mrs. Hall’s home was visited by 
Captain J. J. Lamb, of the state po- 
lice; Somerset County Detective Jo- 
seph Hanton, Captain Harry Walsh, 
of Jersey City police; Sergeant Rich- 
ard Burke,.of Jersey City, and Troop- 
ers Matthew McManus. and Joseph 
Hutton, of the state police. 

Mrs. Hall appeared calm and asked 
to see the warrant for her arrest. 
She read it and then asked permis- 
sion to telephone her attorney, Rus- 
sell E. Watson, of New Brunswick. 


Permission was granted by Captain 
Lamb and Watson arrived at the Hall 
home” within 10 minutés. 

The party entered automobiles and 
Mrs. Hall was taken béfore Justice 
of the Peace. William R. Sutphen. 
She was committed to the caunty jail 
without bail to await action of the 
grand jury. 

Mrs. Hall declined to make a state. 
ment. 

- Reason Not Disclosed. 

The reason. for Mrs. Hall's arrest 

was not disclosed tenight but it came

Nominee for President in 
1924 Says Two-Thirds 
and. Unit Regulations 

-Do Not Aid Party. 


New York, July 28.—(4)—John W. 
Davis, democratic nominee for presi- 
dent: in 1924, will use his influence 
at the 1928: convention toward elimi- 
nation of the two-third and unit rules 
which have long dominated the acti- 
vities of the party in its national 
convention. ; 

“Speaking as an individual,” Mr. 
Davis said. today, “I believe the time 
has come when the democratic party 
should’ change this time-worn proced- 
ure, which, so far as I know, does 
not prevail in any other nominating 
convention, either national “or state. 
There is’ no reason why the demo- 
cratic party should be unique in this 
respect, unless by doing so it pro- 
motes its own welfare or serves its 
own end. Experience has pretty well 
demonstrated the present system does 
not do either. 


“I think it would-be a good thing 
to -eliminate both the unit and the 
two-third rule. It is better that the 
majority of the delegates should se- 
lect the candidate in: a democratic 
convention. A change in the proced- 
ure would tend to’ prevent long con- 
tinued deadlocks. Rule of the ma- 
jority is one of the c&rdinal prin- 
ciples of the democratic party. It is a 
logical thing to apply that principle 
to its own deliberations and permit 
the minority to understand that, if 
it hopes to prevail, it must. look to 
the day when it becomes majority.”

The fight to place McNeal’s “Mod-

Opponents of the book, w >» based 
their objections on the fact that Me- 
Neal’s history covers for the most part 
the same period of one now used in 
the schools and is a modern history 
of Europe, also stated that it is not 
listed by the state board of educa- 
tion. Rules regarding the adoption of 
books require that a beok must be 
listed ‘with the state beard of educa- 
tion before it can be placed in any 
publie schoo!. 

The adoption of the new book cli- 

maxed one of the bitterest fights ever 
staged in the board of education and 
came after’ Willis A. Sutton, supet- 
intendent of schools, has made a spe-

Secretary of State Kel- 
logg Holds That Pact 
Would Not Have To Go 
To Senate. 


Washington, July 28.—<A_ contro- 
versy over publication of the new 
British-Am rum agreement just 
reached in London is likely to develop 
here if both governments persist ‘in 
the present intention to keep the pro- 
visions secret. 

Secretary of State Kellogg says that 
the agreement is neither a treaty nor 
a convention. 

If that construction is maintained, 

the agreement would not have to go 
to the senate for ratification and, 
therefore, the senate would have no 
formal means of making the agree- 
ment public.

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Washington, July 28.—(4)-—The 
state department made today the bare 
announcement that a special treaty 
and a claims convention with Pan- 
ama had signed. 

For u losed reasons the depart- 
ment chose to reverse its established 
practice of announcing new treaty 
terms in a summarized statement and 
even caused the Panama legation to 
suppress an announcement it had pre- 
pared for publication in regard to the 
two new agreements. : 

The special convention had been in 

the process of negotiation for more 
than two years when it was formally 
approved today by Secretary Kellogg 
and Francis White, acting for the- 
United States, and by Minister Ri- 
cardo Alfaro and Eusebio Morales, on 
behalf of Panama. When ratified and 
given final effect by the legislative 
bodies of the two governments, the 
treaty will supplant the Taft agree- 
ment which grew out cf a series of 
executive orders issued from 1904 to 
1911. 
The claims convention is under- 
stood to be relatively unimportant. 
Since it provides only for the ad- 
justment of claims which resulted 
from property losses in Payama City 
due to the fire of 1885 when the 
city belonged to Colombia. The total 
involves a comparatively smal] amount 
of money. ‘ 

The importance of the special agree- 
ment, however, is recognized by both 
governments, as it lays down general 
rules governing commercial relations 
between the canal zone and Panama 
and also regularizes i.. treaty form 
understandings which have to do with 
safeguarding the canal itself.

PREMIER POINCARE. 
Even the slight rebound of the 
prostrated franc, upon the reentry 
‘of M. Poincare as head of the 


.| French government, shows in a 


measure that the former president 
and also former premier holds the 
confidence of a large element of the 
French people. His standing in the 
financial world is undoubtedly 
stronger than that of either Briand 
or Herriot. 

Poincare’s foreign policy, as for- 
merly administered, is largely re- 
sponsible for the present unhappy 
economic condition of the govern- 
ment of France. That he has under- 
gone a change of heart himself is 
perhaps true as evidenced by his re- 


‘1 tention of Briand in the foreign of- 


fice and Painleve in the war office.

ATLANTA’S POPULATION. 


According to a survey recently 
completed by the Newspaper Fea- 
ture bureau, Atlanta’s population is 
placed at 280,000——with a 69 per- 
centage of adults, or a total of 176,- 
838 citizens who are 21 years of 
age and more. This caps the pop- 
ulation of any other southern city 
south of Baltimore, except New Or- 
leans. It shows the recent marvelous 
growth of Atlanta, as compared with 
the census of 1920. It must be 
considered also that these popula- 
tion figures do not emb:ace the sep- 
arate municipalities which fringe At- 
lanta, as, for instance, Decatur, East 
Point, College Park, Hapeville, etc. 
It is estimated that Greater Atlanta, 
including the suburban towns that 
are to all intents and purposes, ex- 
cept in municipal control, parts of 
Atlanta, will show a population to- 
day of 350,000 to 400,000. It is 
also a fact that the Atlanta trading 
population—that is, the population 
within a radius of 25 miles of the 
courthouse, will reach a half million. 

No section of the southeast is 
growing so rapidly, and no section 
is growing on a sounder and more 
dependable basis. 


BAD TRAFFIC STATUS. 


Another traffic accident hurricane 
is blowing in Atlanta. Twenty-two 
people were hurt in a séries of 
crashes Monday, some of whom are 
in serious conditions. 

It has recently become obvious to 
every citizen who has investigated, 
or kept his eyes open to facts, that 
there has been a gradual edging up 
on the ordnance violations, with a 
very positive edging away from or- 
dinance enforcement. There is not 
an intersection in the signal light 
zone at which there are not vio- 
lations almost every minute in the 
day. Jay-walking is becoming haz- 
ardous again. Driving at high 
speed is seen on every thoroughfare

and almost of the night. Children 
are seen driving automobiles in At- 
lanta every day. Drunken and half- 
drunken drivers are no fewer in At- 
lanta at this time than at any time 
before. 

There has been a laxity in the 
enforcement of the traffic laws re- 
cently that is menacing. The situa- 
tion must be taken in hand and 
strongly handled, not on the basis 
of a spasmodic crusade simply 
~sutnst dark tail-lights and parking 
vic ations, but a consistent, vigor- 
du- and eternal campaign against 
recklessness, light violations, jay- 
walking, and other violations that 
serious!y endanger life and limb.

Truth Stranger Than Fiction. 
The truthful Tribune, of Great 
Bend, says that this one—miraculous

WHY THE RUB DOWN? 

Boxing is a fine game which every 
boy should be required to play. Box- 
ing should be taught in all high 
schools and proficiency in the game 
encouraged by the school physical di- 
rectors. This game, properly con- 
trolled, might well take the place of 
football in high-school athletics. 

Professional boxing is a very dif- 
ferent matter. From all I have seen 
of it, prize fighting is rather a gam- 
bler’s delight. ‘The sport is conducted 
under anything but wholesome con- 
ditions. here appears to be about 
as much science in a prize fight as 
there is in a game of poker. Often 
the winner of the brawl is the one 
who can stand the greater amount of 
punishment and that is by no means 
the better man. A mentally defective 
poker player with a countenance in- 
capable of ‘expression, very likely 
takes the pot. As the commercial 
possibilities of the Ye busi- 
ness have increased the interest and 
enthusiasm of lovers of the boxing 
game have dwindled. The mercenary 
spirit spoils the fun. Just take the 
case of Red Whatsisname—who would 
go to any trouble now to see him 
play professional football? And how 
eagerly we followed his career before 
he began to capitalize his success! 

Between the :ounds of a prize fight 
it is quite the ring custom to fam the 
boxer with a towel, give him cool 
water to moisten his mouth, and make 
a menage of administering massage.

pretty good thing for the bruiser who 
administers it, as he generally ap- 
ears to need some exercise. It must 
* annoying to the poor brute who 


He generally 
appears to need some rest. 

Real massage mivht be worth while 
for a boxer. The effect of mas.age is 
well known to physiologists. Five 
minutes of real massage will e .able 
the massaged muscles to do nearly 
twice as much work for a few min- 
utes afterward. This might 1 utilized 
to a boxer’s advantage iu the one 
minute interval between rounds, or 
the interval might be lengthened. The 
postponement of fatigue produced by 
five minutes of scientific massare can- 
not be extended by more prolonged 
massage; prolonging the period of 
massage does not inc: ase the capacity 
of the muscles for work. Five min- 
utes of it is plenty. 

Kneading, not rubbing, gives the 
greatest increase in the working ca- 
pacity of the muscles. The kneading 
process is called petrissage. : 

Rubbing is mainly hokum. It is 
done for scenic effect. 

Massage  llowing a race or contest 
is of some value in preventing sore- 
ness or stiffness. he usual rub 
down is quite worthless for this pur- 
pose. The application of various lini- 
ments or other medicaments is purely 
psychological. It smells as though 
the trainer knows something. He 
doesn’t really know much if he uses 
such junk. But perhaps he wants 
to seem to earn his feed. If real mas- 
sage has a‘ little value for the pre- 
vention of muscle soreness after a 
race or eontest, moderate exercise has 
a-great deal more value for the same 
purpose, The athlete should get his 
rest when the contest is finished and 
when he has rested an hour or‘ o-he 
should get up and take some mild 
exercise, if he wants to avoid getting

Ford Discusses 
Aviation Future 


With Coolidge 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING.

Paul * aith’s, N. Y., July 28.— 
President Coolidge qualified today as 
the most proficient interviewer in 


these parts where professional inter- 
viewers at this particular time are 
especially numerous. 

The president asked Edsel Ford 
more questions than the newspaper 
reporters could think of and learned 
a lot of things ranging from the state 
of business in various parts of the 
country to the future of aviation. 

Putting flying within reach of 
everyone is primarily a matter of 
solving the safety of aviation?” Mr. 
Ford told the president. “When it 
becomes as safe to fly as to motor 
people will take to the air and when 
people begin to take to the air, mass 
production of airplanes will follow and 
the cost of airplanes will go down and 
eventually be bought within the reach 
of the average man’s pocketbook as 
has been the case with automobiles.” 

_ Ford Discusses Aircraft 

The young heir to the Ford busi- 
ness and millions accompanied the 
president to the executive office here 
this forenoon nd while Mr. Coolidce 
transacted official business Mr. Ford 
talked to the reporters. Mr. Ford. 
accompauied-by his wife, left White 
Pine camp this afternoon to motor 
to Breton Woods, N. H. 

To the reporters Mr. Ford repeat- 
ed his opinion of yesterday that Presi- 
dent Coolidge is as strong as ever 
with the people and that if the voun- 
fry continues prosperous there doubt-

The country is in splendid condi- 
tion, said Mr. Ford, “and credit for 
it Is given generally +o the president’s 
sound economy policies. 

Business Declared Good. 


“Business is extremely good with 
us. There have been one or two bad 
spots which are now improving. One 
of them was the Pacific coast last 
year but that section is now coming 
back to normal. We are selling more 
cars and tractors now than ever be- 
fore throughout the west excent in 
Minnesota and North Dakota, which 
have been hit by drouth.” 

Mr. Coolidge reposes great faith in 
the ability of the Fords to survey the 
economic state of the country through 
their thousands of agencies which 
make periodical cy once to Detroit on 
crops and general business conditions, 
It was to get the benefit of this in- 
formation that the president invited 
Mr. Ford to visit him. 

Discussing aviation on which he 
gave his views to the president in de- 
tail, Mr. Ford said that “the im- 
mediate development will be commer- 
cial aviation. We have perfected a 
metal monoplane driven by three mo- 
tors and capable of carrying a load 
of one ton. We are beginning its 
production, there being a demand at 
this time for about 100 of these 
planes, chief!y for mail contractors on 
air mail- routes.

“The air mail is providing a great 
stimulus to commercial aviation.

For instance, Georgia has 249,101 
farms, which ig more than has any 
one of the ten middle and western 
states that I have cited. Yet Geor- 
gia has no Brookhart, or Shipstead, 
or Norris, or Nye filling the senate 
with hot air and the welkin with wails. 
The Minnesota of Shipstead has only 
188,227 farms and the North Dakota 
that backs Nye in his lugubrious la- 
ments over its mortgaged wheat lands 
has only 75,969 farms. It seems the 
fewer the farms the bigger the noise.

The Farmer Must Stay On. 

There is no purpose here to mini- 
mize the misfortunes that have and 
yet beset the farmers of the land. Far 
be it from any one to deride their 
reverses and losses; on the contrary 
they have the sympathy for every gen- 
uine patriot.

Paris, July 28.—(#/)—Ratification 
of the Washington and London debt 
agreements must wait until the cham- 
ber of deputies convenes in October. 
This Premier Poincare made clear to 
the finance committee of the cham- 
ber when he appeared before that 
body today to urge the passage of the 
financial bill. 

He reiterated the statement con- 
tained in the ministerial declaration of 
France’s most earnest desire to settle 
its interallied debts, ‘“‘within the meas- 
ure of its capacity for payment.” 

M. Poincare gave no inkling as to 
whether he favored or opposed the ac- 
cords, but said the financial bill was 
the more important, and that par- 


liament lacked time to open a long 
discussion, which undoubtedly would 
follow the introduction of the ratifica- 
tion bills. 

Finance Bill Approved. 


The financial bill was approved in 
principle today by the finance com- 
mittee, 20 to 12, with 6 abstentions, 
The separate articles, however, met 
with sterner opposition, one of them, 
dealing with the tax on railroad pas- 
senger and freight rates being defeated.

bschools, which recommended the con- 


tinued use of Webster’s book, and if 
this was not possible, to substitute a 


} book of ancient and medieval history 


by Robinson and Breasted. 

The selection of these books was 
made by a committee composed only 
of history teachers and, according to 
Mr, Sutton, was made only after se- 
rious consideration had been made of 
all three books. 

In a closing statement to the board, 
Mr, Sutton asked that “the taxpayers 
not be burdened by paying for two 
books covering the same ground.” “I 
r-spectfully ask the board,” he con- 
tinued, “to select a history for use 
in the schools. that has been recognized 
by historical societies. It is not my 
wish to appear @rbitrary in the ques- 
tion, but I believe that the books se- 
lected by the teachers’ committee will 
fill our needs and both books, which 
are recommended are written by his- 
torians of known ability.” 

Before final vote on the adoption of 
the McNeal history was taken Tues- 
day afternoon, resolutions adopted by 
the Nathan Bedford Forrest Klan, 
No. 240, approving the McNeal book, 
were read. The resolutions stated 
that the klan favored the McNeal his- 
tory for use in the schools and also 
praised Mrs. Nelson for her work 
~ member of the textbooks commit- 
ee. 


Resolutions By Klan. 


Objections to the Webster’s his- 
tory, which has been -used in Atlanta 
schools for many years, was made 
on the point that chapters 15 and 19 
are devoted entirely to the rise of Ca- 
tholicism and that Catholic religion 
is favored in both chapters. Chapter 
15 outlines the rise of Christianity in 
the east and west and traces the for- 
mation of doctrines, the rise and 
growth of the papacy, ‘monasticism 
and its effects, the life and works of 
the monks, and other subjects treating 
on early Christianity. 

Chief objection to chapter 19 in 
Webster’s history was that descrip- 
tion of the papacy and the Holy Ro- 
man empire was too liberal in its 
views toward the Catholics. 

The objections were met by oppo- 
nents of the change with the state- 
ment that in the revised edition of

tory, Mr. Gaines took the fight to 

floor of the board of education. 
The final vote was four to three in 
favor of its adoption. 

It was provided in the resolution 
adopting the new history that a pic- 
ture of St. Peter handing the scarf, 
the symbol of holy office, to Pope 
Leo III and the standard, the symbol 
of royal power to Charlemagne, should 
taken from the books. Considerable 
objection was made to the picture by 
advocates of both books, it is said. 

Objections. 

The principal objection to the new 
book, as pointed out at the meeting, is 
that only 150 es is devoted te the 
entire period from the dawn of his 
tory until the assumption of power 
by Louis XIV in France. This period 
known as ancient and medieval ages 
was coevred fully in Webster's his- 
tory, and was a course preceeding that 
of modern history, by Hazen, now be- 
ing used in the city high schools. 

The McNeal history gives only a 
brief outline of ancient history and 
short sketches of feudal and middle 
ages, the remainder of the book being 
devoted entirely to modern Europe. It 
was this repetition of study and over- 
lapping of courses that was bitterly 
fought by Mr. Sutton and Mr. Gaines. 

Both Mr. Sutton and Mr. Gaines 
deplored the adoption of such a course 
in the face of requests by the teach- 
ers’ committee to give a history de- 
voted solely to ancient and medieval 
history in case any change was made. 
And th pointed to the fact that 
the committee was composed of history 
teachers from the principal schools of 
the city. 

The effort to continue the use of 
a history devoted to ancient and me- 
dieval history in opposition to the offer 
of the textbooks committee began at 
the first meeting of the board of edu- 
cation in July. At that time Mrs. Nel- 
son asked for more time in which to 
present her report and at an ad- 
journed meeting later in the month de- 
clared that since both sides were equal- 
ly represented at the meeting that she 
would prefer to await her report until 
a later meeting. 

“Votes Fixed.” 

In the meeting held Tuesday, Mrs. 
Nelson attempted to bar Mr. Sutton 
and members of the board other than 
herself and Mr. Gaines from speaking 
on the subject but Dr. R. M. Enu- 
banks, chairman, overruled this at- 
tempt. She stated that since all mem- 
bers of the board had “their votes 
fixed,” there was no necessity to go 
into the subject further than to state 
the views of both sides. 

Mrs. Nelson was asked at this junc- 
ture by Mrs. A. E. Wilson, “if the 
votes for the book committee are sewed 
up.” Mrs. Nelson replied in the nega- 
tive, but declared that the entire aft- 
ernoon should not be given to useless 
argument. 

If the fight is continued on the 
ground that majority did not vote in 
favor of the adoption of the McNeal 
history it is predicted that the ac- 
tion of the board will be rescinded. 
It is claimed that all four members 
of the board who were absent at the 
Tuesday meeting are in favor of 
adoption of a history covering only 
ancient and medieval history and does 
not duplicate the course of study now 
given in Hazen’s “Modern Europe,” 
now used in the city high schools. 

Approved by Klan. 

One of the principal objections to 
the McNeal history was the question 
of maps provided in both books. It 
was pointed out at the meeting of the 
board that only pen sketches of small 
sections were given in the book while 
both Webster’s and Robinson and 
Breasted’s books contained a careful- 

Mr. Gaines also pointed out that 
ly planned outline of maps.

throughout the country, the McNeal 
history was copyrighted in 1925 and 
has no adoptions to its credit. This 
fact also was pointed out by Super- 
intendent Sutton, who named many 
larger cities now using both books.

He 
scored what he termed the “indiffer- 
ent attitude of the public cancerning 
law enforcement and _ violation of 
laws.” He said an organized spirit 
of cooperation on the part of the 
people was needed. 

Federal laws differ from state laws, 
or", to Judge Sibley, who said 
federal laws cover a broader scope 
and the federal government has more 
money to spend for law enforcement. 

“The state has the advantage, how- 
ever,” he said, “since its enforcing 
agencies can be more thorough and 
since their activities are limited to 
the confines of the state.” 

Judge Sibley said many failures in 
law enforcement can be attributed to 
circumstantial evidence. He said also 
that if better salaries were paid, a 
high class of officers could be ob- 
tained and that they would be above 
corruption practices. 

Mrs. Turman Speaks. 

Mrs. Turman discussed local con- 
ditions and advocated adoption of the 
city-manager plan of government. 

Dr. Grant discussed conditions 
which he said exist in certain At- 
lanta hotels...He said vice conditions 
in two of these hotels are _ intoler- 
able and suggested that legal pro- 
ceedings be brought against the pro- 
prietors. He also recommended that 
a law be passed requiring bell boys 
in local hotels te obtain permits from 
the city to serve in these positions.

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New York, July 28.—Filled with 
apprehetision of what might happen in 
the cotton belt through the possible 
unfaverable weather developments, the 
cotton market today developed a big 
short scare, and in the case of March 
contracts, which sold at 18.10, made 
® new high for the season. The close 
was practically top for the day, 37 to 
38 points above the lowest of the fore- 
noon, and 15 to 32 points higher than 
the finals Tuesday. 

The opening was 4 to 8 points low- 
er, due io favorable weather in the 
southwest in place of recent rains, and 
to selling by Wall street, the south 
and Liverpool. Later pressure sent 
prices to 14 points under the pre- 
vious close, where the decline was 
checked by the bullish interpretation 
given the weekly weather and crop re- 
pore of the government. 

A covering movement developed, 
which, however, did not progress far 
uritil mid-afternoon, when buying on a 
large scale was promoted by fears 
that the tropical storm in Florida 
might move north overnight into the 
Atlantic states, and that a cold wave 
in western Canada was likely to work 
southward and start another wet spell 
in Texas and Oklahoma. For the bal- 
ance of the session cotton was in good 
demand from all quarters, including 
commission houses 
partly representing new ventures on 
the bull side, inspired by the bullish 
possibilities in the weather news. Oc- 
tober contracts jumped to 17.95 and 
January to 17.89 on this rise, which 
continued right up to the close. 

Jarolina interests were cradited 
with buying cotton here, evidently on 
unfavorable crop coriditions, and some 
of the larger longs seemed to be adding 
to their lines. Some explained the ac- 
tions of today’s market as reflecting a 
growi@g belief that the almost perfect 
weather conditions required from now 
on to produce a fair yield would not 


be attained, judging by the season thus

MARKET ACTIVE 
AT NEW ANS. 

New Orleans, July 28.—(#)—The 
cotton market was fairly active today 
and finctuations were wide. During 
the first hour of trading the market 
was disposed to react and did decline 
10 to 11 points from yesterday’s close, 
mainly owing to better weather in the 
western and central portions of the 


It. 

A rather bullish weekly weather re- 
port started a ‘rally at the beginning 
of the second hour and a moderate 
advance which wiped out the early loss 
developed later into a sharp upturn 
due to heavy buying of contracts and 
light offerings said to be due to fears 
of failure of the bottom crop owing 
to poor fruitage of the plants and to 
reports of a cloudburst in Savannah, 
Georgia. 

This bulge carried prices up 37 ta 
38 points from the lows and 26 to 2% 
points above the previous close. There 
was a reaction of 9 to 10 points in 
the late trading on realizing, and the 
close showed net gains for the day of 
17 points on the active months. 

At the start yee opened 6 to 8 
points down, and, although there was 
a slight rally near the start prices 
again declined until October traded 
down to 17.45 and December to 17.29, 
or 11 points below the previous close. 
These prices proved to be the lows of 
the day. 

The market rallied later on a bull- 
ish weekly weather report and had a 
still sharper advance in the afternoon 
on previous buying and on a report of 
a Savannah, Ga., cloudburst, the bulge 
carrying October up to 17.83 and De- 
cember to 17.66, or 37 to 38 points 
above the early lows. Prices lost 9 to 
10 points in the late trading on some 
realizing.

Washington, July 28.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture in its summary of 
conditions in southern states, says 
that in general the weather during the 
week ended yesterday was unfavorable 


for cotton because of too much rain 
m the western part of the belt and a 
lack of moisture in some more or less 
limited areas in the interior east. 
Higher temperatures from the Missis- 
sippi valley eastward, however, were 
favorable, except in the dry localities. 

Sweet. potatoes made “fair to good” 
progress in the southeast wherever 
moisture was sufficient. Truck was 
described as “mostly fair to good” in 
the gulf states, but hot weather was 
unfavorable in the western Carolinas. 
Tobacco curing is nearing completion 
in Georgia. Dry weather in the 
Ohio valley and Tennessee caused 
some wilting. Sugar cane made rapid 


growth in Louisiana and is “fair to 


good” elsewhere.

SUMTER FARMERS SEE 
SOIL BUILDING TESTS

Sixty-two classes for adult farmers 
were conducted in Alabama by the 
teachers of vocational agriculture m 
Alabama, according to Mr. Sargent. 
Bighteen meetings are held in each 
of these classes. “That the work pays 
is evidenced by the fact that the 
farmers enrolled in these classes pro- 
duced 306 pounds of lint cotton per 
acre as contrasted to a production of 
185 pounds for Alabama as a whole.
